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Roads to 
be closed

Arbor Court, Christina 
Court, Church Vale at All 
Saints Way to Parsonage 
Street, Devonshire Drive, 
Hallam Close, Hallam Drive, 
Kiniths Way, Kiniths Cres¬ 
cent and Little Lane from 
Hallam Street to Church 
Vale will also be closed. 

Restrictions will also be in 
place at Lodge Hill Road, 
New Street North, Park 
Crescent, Slaithwaite Road, 
Meadows Road, Vale Street, 
Warstone Drive and Wood¬ 
ward Street. 

Some 12,000 people are 
expected to be at the bonfire. 

There will be a children’s 
display at 7pm followed by 
the main display at 7.45pm. 
Admission is £6 for adults 
and £3 for children over five 
and over-60s. Visitors must 
not carry in fireworks 
including, sparklers or 
alcohol.

WEST BROMWICH’S multi-million 
pound regeneration scheme will get a 
major boost on Monday when the new 
A41 underpass is opened. 

This is the biggest part of a £25 million programme 
of construction to unlock West Bromwich for the 
massive multi-million regeneration scheme in the 
town centre that is already under way. 


Tesco in 
free car 
parking 
promise 

SHOPPERS will get free 
parking in the 1,900 parking 
spaces at the centre of the 
West Bromwich regenera¬ 
tion. 

The spaces will serve cus¬ 
tomers for the giant Tesco 
Extra store, and major 
retailers, restaurants and 
the eight-screen Odeon 
cinema being built in the 
town. 

Supermarket bosses have 
revealed there will be no 
charge to use the car park if 
customers spend a 
minimum amount in the 
store. That amount has not 
been set yet. 

A Tesco spokesman said: 
“It will be free parking for 
up to three hours when cus¬ 
tomers spend an amount in 
store.” 

A string of major retailers 
have already committed to 
the development including 
Primark, Next, JD Sports, 
Bank, Nandos and Prezzo. 

The scheme will eventu¬ 
ally create 2,000 jobs and is 
expected to be open from 
summer 2013. 


Sandwell mayor Council¬ 
lor Keith Davies will offi¬ 
cially open the underpass 
and lead traffic through it. 

The underpass has been 
designed to speed up traffic 
flow along the dual carriage¬ 
way which runs from junc¬ 
tion one of the M5. 

It will increase the capac¬ 
ity of the junction and mean 
better access to the redevel¬ 
oped town centre, and 
reduce delays for through 
traffic. 

The capacity of the junc¬ 
tion will increase from 
70,000 to 115,000 vehicles 
each day. 

Determined 

Sandwell cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services 
Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“This has been a massive 
project made all the more 
difficult by the fact that we 
have been determined to 
keep up to 70,000 vehicles a 
day flowing throughout the 
construction. 

“I have nothing but praise 
for everyone concerned in 
this massive project. At 
times it has been a logistical 
nightmare, but they have 
kept everything moving.” 

Councillor Jones said the 
underpass would improve 
access to West Bromwich 
and help reduce delays and 
congestion. It would also 
help increase the reliability 
of the bus service. 

“It will also improve 
pedestrian and cycle links 
into the town centre,” he 
added.

STAFF and children at a 
Tipton nursery were devas¬ 
tated after thieves broke in 
and ransacked the premises. 
The raiders broke a window 
to get in to Tipton Toddlers, 
in Groveland Road, and left 
a trail of damage as they 
searched for valuables. 

They got away with thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
equipment and £750 in 
charity money. 

Shocked staff at the nursery 
which has more than 100 
children on its register, dis¬ 
covered the break-in when 
they turned up for work on 
Monday. 

Spokeswoman Vicky 
Powell said: “It is just hor¬ 
rendous, and it is very upset¬ 
ting. The place has been left 
a mess. They trashed the 
place and searched every¬ 
where looking for items of 
value.” 

Charity 

“It is very upsetting for 
the children.” 

The thieves stole two 
laptops, two PCs, a Playsta¬ 
tion and a Wii console and 
games, a TV and CD player, 
children’s cameras and a 
video recorder. 

They also got away with 
£750 that the children had 
collected at a Mad Hatters 
tea party they held on 
Friday, in aid of Marie Curie 
Cancer Care and Sandwell 
charity Murray Hall Com¬ 
munity Trust. 

Even the raffle prizes 
from the event were lost in 
the raid. 

West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman Catherine 
Hickman said the break-in 
was being investigated. 

“Anyone who can help the 
police investigation should 
call Sandwell police on 101,” 
she added. 


Problems 
for a new 
hotspot as 
yobs move 

YOBS who terrorised a 
Tipton estate for months are 
believed to have moved to a 
new hangout where they 
have been throwing bricks 
and shouting abuse. 

Parts of the Lost City 
estate, including Coronation 
Road, were a hotspot for 
troublemakers before police 
obtained an order giving 
them power to move on 
gangs. 

However, there has since 
been an increase in reports 
of trouble in N orth Road and 
officers believe the same 
youths could be responsible. 

They are stepping up 
patrols and Sgt Steph Court 
said: “We think it could be 
the same offenders. It’s a bit 
of a coincidence. 

“We weren’t getting any 
kids in North Road then we 
get this dispersal order and 
suddenly there are all these 
problems here. 

“It’s often the case that 
when you stop trouble in one 
place it moves somewhere 
else. We will work with the 
council to see what can be 
done. We’re looking at 
getting some acceptable 
behaviour contracts, which 
could be used to ban trouble¬ 
makers from the area, but 
it’s all down to funding.” 

Problems in North Road 
include bricks being thrown 
at Pisces Fish Bar. Owner 
Major Singh said the yobs 
had even set paper on fire 
inside. 

“Every day they have been 
making trouble,” he said. 
“It’s been going on the last 
four weeks. It’s very scary.”

Improvement demand on teaching 


A WEDNESBURY school has been 
told by inspectors that it requires 
improvement. 

They visited Wood Green Junior 
School, and found the leadership 
and achievement of pupils needed to 
be improved. 

The inspectors said they found 
there was not enough good teaching. 

Following their last inspection, 


the inspectors rated the school satis¬ 
factory, but, under new rules, this 
grading has disappeared and it has 
now been replaced with a “requires 
improvement” verdict. 

Insist 

Inspector David Driscoll said 
there was not enough good teaching 
to ensure pupils make consistently 
good progress, and that teachers do 


not always demand enough from the 
most able pupils, especially in 
maths. 

He also found they did not insist 
on consistently high standards of 
spelling, punctuation and grammar. 

Mr Driscoll also criticised the 
leaders and managers at the Hobs 
Road school and said that they are 
not quick enough to analyse data on 


pupils’ progress to draw up an action 
plan to improve it. 

He did praise the school for 
improving attendance and for the 
support the teachers gave to those 
with special educational needs. 

Sandwell schools boss Councillor 
Bob Badham said: “I think there has 
been an improvement there but the 
inspectors are getting tougher now. ” 


School staff praised 
for raising standards 


STAFF have been praised by education 
watchdogs for raising pupils’ achievement at 
a Smethwick school after being given a notice 
to improve earlier this year. 

Ofsted rated Abbey Infant School’s overall effectiveness 
as being inadequate and ordered it to improve following an 
inspection in January. But now after a monitoring visit at 
the start of last month, it has been told it is making good 
progress in addressing the issues for improvement and in

disabled pupils, those who 
have special educational 
needs, and those who speak 
English as an additional lan¬ 
guage, are making improved 
progress and closing the 
gaps between themselves 
and other pupils. This is 
because their progress is 
tracked more carefully, and 
activities and interventions 
better meet their needs.”

“Having phoned and 
emailed on countless occa¬ 
sions to inform Sandwell 
Council about their inept 
service of keeping our 
streets clean with litter and 
dog bins left unemptied for 
weeks at a time, I have now 
come to the conclusion that 
whenever you inform them 
of a situation, you just get 
apologies and they just 
forget about it,” he said. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said they 
would step up collections if 
necessary. 

“It is emptied on a weekly 
basis so we will now monitor 
it and increase the fre¬ 
quency it is emptied if 
needed,” he said. 

Price tag for 
offices sale

The petrol station safe 
became buried in the rubble 
and despite their best efforts 
to retrieve it, the men got 
away on foot empty-handed 
before police arrived. 

After the raid the petrol 
station kiosk was left struc¬ 
turally unsafe and had to be 
demolished. Work to rebuild 
it began in August. 

The revamped petrol 
station replaces the former 
drive-through station with 
six pay-at-pump machines.

Sandwell Council and police 
have dismissed the idea. 

Swing seats in Warley 
Woods were replaced earlier 
this year and Ms Cole said 
dogs were seen being made 
to dangle from them to 
strengthen their jaws. 


Vandals attack sculpture in town centre

A SCULPTURE that has stood in 
West Bromwich town centre for 22 
years has been attacked by 
vandals. 

The statue, called I Am the King 
of the Castle, was based outside 
Queen’s Square Shopping Centre 
in High Street. 

It was due to be moved to make 
way for £8.2 million improvements 
to the town centre. 

But the vandal attack has forced 
council bosses to take it down 
ahead of schedule. 

The statue was rocked from its 
plinth by vandals, leaving it 
unsteady. The sculpture depicts a 


lion on top of a castle which in turn 
stands on the back of an elephant. 

As part of the £8.2m European 
Regional Development Fund 
public realm project, it is due to be 
cleaned, put on a new plinth and 
moved to its new home in Dart¬ 
mouth Park. 

The Friends of Dartmouth Park 
group has been offered the statue, 
designed by sculptor Laura Ford, 
by Sandwell Council. 

The Ford sculpture is one of two 
that will need to be moved because 
of the revamp of the town centre. 

The other is The Cross in Hand 
sculpture, which will be reposi¬ 


tioned outside the Wesleyan 
Methodist church on High Street. 

The I Am the King of the Castle 
statue will be put in the park’s new 
sensory garden. 

Friends of Dartmouth Park 

okesman Carol Hartill said: 

culptor, Laura Ford, intended 
her design to be a humorous 
heraldic representation of 
Britain’s imperial past. 

Storage 

“It was going to be situated close 
to Kings Square, Queens Square, 
Princess Parade and Duchess 
Parade. 

“The Friends are grateful to 


Sandwell Council for donating the 
sculpture, which will be a wonder¬ 
ful tactile addition to the sensory 
garden.” 

The statue will remain in 
storage until it moves to its new 
home. 

Laura Ford, from Wales, has 
exhibited her work at the British 
Art Show and has represented 
Wales at Venice Biennale. 

She is recognised internation¬ 
ally as one of the UK’s leading 
sculptors and is included in impor¬ 
tant museum collections world¬ 
wide, including the Tate Gallery in 
London.

£5m temple annexe opens 
after 10-year development 


THESE are the spectacular 
images of the inside of com¬ 
pleted £5 million extension to a 
Sikh temple in Smethwick which 
was opened to the public last 
Friday. 

The construction firm handed back the 
keys of the Guru Nanak Gurdwara to 
temple leaders at a special ceremony last 
Tuesday after completing the development 
in just 18 months. 

The huge extension took 10 years to plan, 
fund raise for and construct. 

On the ground floor of the annexe there 
is a new kitchen and a dining hall, which 
has a capacity for 500 people. 

On the first floor there is a multi func¬ 
tion banqueting hall to cater for wedding 
receptions and other events with a capacity 
for 600 people. 

The second floor has several classrooms, 
meeting rooms, a library, an 80-seat lecture 
theatre and a bistro type cafe area. 

Controlled 

A large full-height glass atrium foyer 
area has also been built to connect the 
Community Annexe to the Gurdwara 
building. 

The annex has had a state of the art light¬ 
ing system installed which includes pre¬ 
dominantly LED lighting which is sensor 
controlled. The construction workers have 
also fitted a 25,000 litre tank to collect rain¬ 
water for flushing toilets. 

An under-floor heating system has also 
been installed on the ground floor and a 
fully computerised building management 
system will ensure that all services can be 
monitored and operated in the most energy 
efficient way. 

Mr Joginder Singh Bahia, chairman of 
the Trustees of Guru Nanak Gurdwara 
said: “The Community Annexe took 
several years to plan and fundraise for and 
now we will see the fruits of all that hard 
work by the community.” 

Mrs Tejinder Kaur Mann, treasurer of 
Guru Nanak Gurdwara said: “This is a 
landmark building for Smethwick and for 
the Sikh community for its design, its uses 
and its energy efficiency and we are 
immensely proud of this achievement.”

Tip-off ended gang's luxury lifestyle 


THEY lived a life of luxury, driving fast cars and 
splashing their cash on penthouse apartments, 
while all the time raking in thousands from the 
drugs factories hidden away in residential streets 
in the Black Country. 

The 29-strong drugs ring set up cannabis facto¬ 
ries in the heart of the community, in among 
homes lived in by families and hard working 
people. The gang had four houses in Smethwick - 
in Sabell Road, Cemetery Road, Pottery Road and 
Narel Sharpe Close. They also had properties in 


Russell Close, Tipton, and in Tenterfields, Hale¬ 
sowen. And they worked from properties in Edg- 
baston and had a unit on the Lye Valley Industrial 
Estate, Lye. 

While some members of the gang looked after 
the plants and stored the cannabis in residential 
houses, the rest enjoyed a life of luxury, driving 
their Mercedes and BMW cars, and living in 
luxury city centre apartments in the Britannia 
Apartments Moseley, and in the Beetham Tower, 
above the Raddison Hotel in Birmingham. Many 


of the drug gang - 25 of whom admitted drug 
offences, with four found guilty after trials - were 
illegal immigrants and will be deported following 
their sentences. 

Det Sgt Jamie Mason, said: “It was a commu¬ 
nity tip-off that set the ball rolling to dismantle 
this drug ring. If anyone has any concerns about 
suspicious behaviour in their community, then 
I’d urge them to contact police. 

“No-one should accept living with drug produc¬ 
tion or dealing on their doorstep.” 


Seventy years jail for 
home-rent drug cartel 


A VIETNAMESE drug gang 
who grew and stored 
cannabis in units across the 
Black Country worth mil¬ 
lions of pounds have been 
jailed for a total of 70 years. 

The group used fake IDs and falsi¬ 
fied bank statements to rent homes 
and industrial units in Smethwick, 
Tipton, Sandwell, Edgbaston, Hale¬ 
sowen and Nottingham. 

The units were kitted out with 
hydroponics set-ups to heat, venti¬ 
late and water the plants while 
others were used as storage facilities 
to hold harvested cannabis before 
being sold to dealers. 

The leaders of the 29-strong syn¬ 
dicate had laundered at least £2 
million through casinos and were 
using the drug money to fund a 
luxury lifestyle. 

West Midlands Police discovered 
the first of the cartel’s factories after 
responding to calls of suspicious 
activity at an address in Wentworth 
Way, Harborne, on January 20 last 
year. 

Leader 

A large drugs and cash haul was 
recovered from the property, and 
inquiries by West Midlands Police’s 
Drug Investigation Team led detec¬ 
tives on a trail which exposed a 
network of cannabis factories and 
safe houses. 

In total, 27 men and two women 
have been handed jail terms ranging 
from 16 months to six-and-a-half 
years. 

The last members were jailed last 
month at Coventry Crown Court for 
a combined total of 72 years. 

Thousands of cannabis plants 
were seized by police over a six- 
month period as properties used by 
the predominantly Vietnamese- 
based cartel, many of whom were in 
the country illegally, were raided by 
police. 

Tony Sam, aged 27, from North 
Drive, Handsworth, was the syndi¬ 
cate ring-leader. He posed as an 
import-export boss and used fake 
documents to secure industrial 
units he deemed suitable for drug 
farm modifications. 

He was found guilty of conspiracy 
to supply drugs and jailed for six-

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Expansion 
starts at 
drinks firm 

THE multi-million pound 
extension of a Wednesbury 
soft drinks company is 
under way, in a move which 
promises dozens of jobs. 

Work has begun on the 
expansion of Purity Soft 
Drinks, Mounts Road, the 
first stage of plans to triple 
the size of the business in 
the next four years. It cur¬ 
rently employs 68 staff. 

The plans were unveiled 
after the firm was acquired 
by private equity firm Lang¬ 
holm Capital - owner of 
Tyrrells Potato Crisps, the 
Bart Ingredients Co and 
Dorset Cereals - this year. 

As a result of the takeover, 
the Mounts Road site will 
receive £4 million invest¬ 
ment, including £2.2m on a 
new production line. 

The first stage will see the 
firm extend its unit, creat¬ 
ing an extra 2,410 sq ft of 
floor space. 

The structure of that 
building is now being 
erected. 

This will eventually allow 
the firm to blow its own 
bottles - at the moment they 
are brought in - and fill 
18,000 bottles an hour com¬ 
pared with the current 
12 , 000 . 

Dozens of jobs will be 
created over the next two to 
three years as a result of the 
investment.

Parcel delivery man hid stolen phone in shoe

A PARCEL delivery worker stole brand new 
iPhones destined for customers by hiding 
them in his clothing, a court was told. 

Hardeep Somal, from Smethwick, stole 
four mobile phones worth £2,040 from 
parcel delivery firm DPD, his employer of 
just 12 weeks. 

The 19-year-old sneaked into the toilets of 
the Oldbury firm and removed packaging on 
the phones before hiding them in his cloth¬ 
ing and socks and leaving work, Sandwell 
Magistrates Court heard last week. He sold 


one iPhone 4 on to the friend of a friend for 
£ 200 . 

He was rumbled by CCTV cameras and 
stopped by internal security in the toilets 
trying to steal two of the phones, an iPhone 
5 and a Samsung Galaxy. 

Mrs Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, said when 
Somal was stopped by security he tossed the 
Samsung phone he had stolen into the bin, 
saying: “No-one wants a Galaxy.” 

The iPhone 5 was in his shoe when he was 
caught. Somal pleaded guilty to theft by 


employee from October 4 to 9 this year. Mrs 
Crowe said: “CCTV suggested the defen¬ 
dant took one mobile into the toilet and 
removed the packaging and then concealed 
it. He did this on three occasions. 

Resist 

“Three of the phones were recovered, one 
from a shoebox in his bedroom. 

On the last occasions, an iPhone 5 was 
recovered from his sock and the Samsung 
Galaxy from the bin.” In police interview 


Somal, of Davidson Road, said the tempta¬ 
tion to steal the phones was too great to 
resist, the court heard. 

Mr Andrew Chowdhury, defending, said 
Somal stole the phones to help pay bills at 
home. 

He also highlighted his early guilty plea. 

Somal was handed a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order, ordered to do 200 hours of com¬ 
munity work, pay £529 compensation to 
DPD, and £85 court costs.

A PAINTING that has been 
hanging on the walls of a 
Sandwell museum for more 
than 80 years has been 
proved to be by the artist 
John Everett Millais, and 
worth up to £100,000. 

When the painting was 
first hung in Wednesbury 
Museum and Art Gallery in 
1930, it was attributed to 
Millais. 

But because its unusual 
style the majority of experts 
did not believe that it was 
authentic. 

But researchers have now 
discovered documents that 
prove the piece was, after all, 
painted by Millais when he 
was just 14, in 1843. 

The painting, which is 
called Boy with a Hurdy 
Gurdy, was thought to be 
worth £5,000, but it would 
now expect to sell for 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Talent 

Frank Caldwell, Sandwell 
museums manager, said: “As 
a juvenile work it is notice¬ 
ably different in style and 
content from mature 
works.” 

Millais was born in 
Southampton in 1829. His 
talent won him a place at the 
Royal Academy school at the 
unusually early age of 11. 

While there, he met 
William Holman Hunt and 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti with 
whom he formed the Pre- 
Raphaelite Brotherhood in 
1848. 

Probably his most famous 
painting is Ophelia. His 
work The Blind Girl is at 
Birmingham Museum and 
Art Gallery, and one of his 
paintings of a child, Bubbles, 
was used to advertise Pears 
soap. 


Invasion fears 
over knotweed 

A NUISANCE plant has 
been found growing near 
industrial units in 
Wednesbury. 

Japanese knotweed has 
been reported in a hedge 
on the left side of 
Leabrook Road as people 
travel into Ocker Hill.

A TEENAGER who repeatedly 
breached his anti-social behav¬ 
iour order has been given a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Jamie Russell Edmunds was given an Asbo 
on July 9 after continually indulging in anti¬ 
social behaviour in Rowley Regis. 

However, after the order was imposed, the 
18-year-old was caught on three separate 
occasions in areas from which he was 
banned, Warley Magistrates’ Court heard. 
The Asbo had strict conditions banning 
Edmunds, of Grange Road, from entering 
several streets in the area. 

The court heard that the order was issued 
after he caused distress to residents by 
using threatening language and behaviour 
and causing criminal damage. 

Kelly Crow, prosecuting, told the court that 
on September 30 and October 4 he was 
caught in Harvest Road, and on October 9 
he was caught in Badsey Road, both of 
which he was banned from. 

On October 9 he was spotted by a resident 
who reported him to the police. The court 
also heard that when he was approached by 
a police officer, Edmunds gave a false name. 

Edmunds had pleaded guilty to three 
charges of breaching his Asbo and one 
charge of obstructing an officer in the exe¬ 
cution of his duty. Kirandeep Soor, defend¬ 
ing, said that on the first two occasions 
Edmunds visited a shop, and on the third 
occasion he had visited a friend. 

He said: “He did not cause anyone any 
alarm or distress.” 

Magistrates handed Edmunds a 12-week 
sentence suspended for 12 months, made 
him subject to a curfew for 12 weeks, and 
ordered him to pay £85 costs.

TIPTON Fire Station has become one of just three in the 
region to have a state-of-the-art vehicle.The four-wheel- 
drive Toyota Hilux, which replaces a fire engine at the 
Alexandra Road station, can handle all sorts of terrain.

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Work on Aiboretum lido 
revamp is forging ahead 


WORK on the £250,000 
revamp of the Walsall Arbore¬ 
tum lido is forging ahead. 

Builders aim to have the project to 
transform the site into a water play 
area completed by the end of the year. 

Following delays over the summer, 
contractor Ustigate Ltd moved on site 
after building part of a new play struc¬ 
ture at its factory. 

Excavation and groundwork is well 
under way. Alterations to an existing 
building on site, which will house the 
plant room for the new system, have 
also begun. 


Walsall Council’s Greenspace 
Service is leading the scheme to replace 
the lido, which had been used by fami¬ 
lies since 1953 but was recently con¬ 
demned as unhygienic. 

The new feature was expected to be 
ready for the school summer holidays 
but was delayed. The scheme was 
revised to include a hi-tech water recy¬ 
cling system to reduce water use. 

Walsall’s leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris said: “We’re pleased 
with the progress on this project. 

“We decided to avoid starting the 
work during the school summer holi¬ 
days as it would have meant us closing 


the play area. We felt people had had 
enough to contend with as a result of 
the major restoration that is taking 
place at the Arboretum and wanted to 
avoid creating additional disruption. 

“We thank people for their patience 
while this work is carried out.” 

In 1994, the lido was developed into 
a treasure island-style attraction with 
a playground and paddling pool. The 
authority said it create more modern 
facilities with the new water jets. 

The improvements will fit in with 
the Arboretum’s £7.6 million restora¬ 
tion, which includes a new visitor 
centre.

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Stalwart of 
park group 
dies at 86 

A FOUNDING member of a 
park friends group in Great 
Barr has died. 

Bert Cooke, who was a 
member of the Friends of 
Queslett Nature Reserve, 
died at Sandwell Hospital 
last Thursday. 

The 86-year-old had been 
taken ill on the Saturday 
previously.

Drugs worth £10,000 are 
seized in crime crackdown 


ABOUT £10,000 worth of drugs 
were seized from a flat in Oldbury 
during week two of Sandwell’s 
Safer 6 campaign. 

In addition, five tonnes of waste was cleared 
and security checks were carried out at 
nearly 200 homes. 

Police and Sandwell Homes officers 
raided the flat at Harry Price House, Lion 
Farm estate, after discovering a strong 
cannabis smell coming from the property 


while carrying out door to door enquiries. 
They found 14 cannabis plants and sus¬ 
pected Class A drugs, which police took 
away. Investigations are continuing and 
Sandwell Homes will apply for possession of 
the flat. 

Meanwhile, offenders on Community 
Payback put in 220 hours of community 
service to clear tonnes of waste from areas 
including Blakeley Hall Road, Oldbury, and 
the canal towpath in Langley. Offenders are 
supervised by Staffordshire and West Mid¬ 


lands Probation Trust. And Sandwell 
Council’s private sector housing team 
carried out checks at 189 empty private 
homes to make sure they were secure and 
not being used by trespassers. 

Litterwatch visited young people with the 
Eco Bus, doing environmental art work 
around Halloween, Bonfire Night, Diwali. 
And the Sandwell Youth Bus continued its 
tour, visiting three estates, with the 
council’s young people’s services and other 
partners providing activities and safety 


advice. Police made seven arrests during the 
week, and seized two vehicles that were 
being used without insurance or in an anti¬ 
social way in an operation in Dudley Road 
and Newfield Road, Oldbury. 

Superintendent Bas Javid, of Sandwell 
Police, said: “We are pleased to see so many 
different organisations concentrating 
efforts to help make people safer.” 

The Safer 6 campaign involves the police, 
council and partners working together to 
tackle crime and anti-social behaviour.

Gabriel's political drama 
mirrors real-life events 


P oliticians haven’t been flavour of 
the month for, well, rather a few 
months now... which makes 
them a brilliant focus for a brand new 
drama. 

Very loosely based on Chris 
Mullins’ A Very British Coup, Secret 
State stars Gabriel Byrne as Tom 
Dawkins who, as deputy prime 
minister, decides to take on the 
American Petrochemical company 
Petrofex after a devastating accident 
on British soil.

As a man who believes in 
transparency and open government, 
he’s got his work cut out in tackling 
vested interests as he goes about the 
task of finding out the truth behind the 
accident and getting justice for the 
families affected. 

When the prime minister dies in 
suspicious circumstances, he’s up 
against heavyweights Ros Yelland and 
Felix Durrell for the top job - but it’s 
clear neither of his opponents have 
the victims’ best interests at heart in 
their campaign. 

Screen veteran that he is, Byrne is 
no stranger to gritty roles. You only 


have to cast your mind back to 2003’s 
Vanity Fair (in which he starred 
opposite Reese Witherspoon), and 
more recently his role in In Treatment 
(for which he won a Golden Globe), to 
see that this is a man clearly up for a 
challenge. 

But does he feel that the storyline in 
this is a little too close to home in a 
country where the government faces 
no end of cynicism at the present 
time? 

“It sounds like we were imitating the 
headlines, but actually one of the 
problems of doing a contemporary 
thriller is that you have to race to beat 
the headlines. 

“The major incident that happens in 
this that gives rise to the story is a 
huge petrochemical explosion in a 
small town in Northern England, 
where they’re developing a drone fuel. 

“Just a week before we finished it, 
there was a story in the paper about 
the development of nuclear-powered 
drones, and a probable scenario 
where what we’ve come to regard now 
as conventional warfare will be 
obsolete - so tanks, guns, regiments, 
all that stuff, would be replaced by the 


possibility of a drone that can fly at jet 
speeds over continents with a nuclear 
payload.” 

However, the actor has no doubts 
about this drama’s success. He 
explains: “I think the function of a 
really good political thriller is not 
providing the answers, but to raise 
questions. 

‘And that’s why I believe these kinds 
of films are important, because you 
come in with the really big ideas on 
the back of a gripping story. 

“One of the things that’s interesting 
about this drama is that we’re talking 
about a politician who speaks the 
truth, a man of integrity who stands 
up to the status quo.” 

One thing’s for certain; you’ll need to 
put your brain in to gear - while this 
isn’t going to be relaxed viewing, well 
done Channel 4 on another promising 
debate-provoking drama.

Combi van

ONE of London’s most familiar sights could 
soon have a new look as car maker Nissan 
aims to clean up in the capital. 

The company’s NV200 - currently sold as a van or pas¬ 
senger-carrying ‘combi’ model - is a front-runner in the 
race to replace the aging ‘black cab’. 

It already serves as a taxi in two other capital cities and 
Nissan has previous experience of London cabs, as it made 
the diesel engines for a whole generation of the iconic vehi¬ 


cles. Its European design 
centre is also based in 
London. 

The specially modified (to 
meet taxi licensing regula¬ 
tions) NV200 should go 
down well with drivers 
because of its average 
53mpg which, according to 
Nissan, could save each 
cabbie up to £700 a year. But 
it would also be a breath of 
fresh air for the city, saving 
almost 38,000 tonnes of C02 
emissions and 20 tonnes of 
diesel particulates. 

While the vehicle has won 
a number of industry awards 
as a van, it’s also a value for 
more choice as a well- 
equipped people carrier with 
top spec models for a 
£20,000. The flagship model 
has seven seats, with the 
centre and rear rows capable 
of being folded down to 
juggle between the needs of 
passengers and cargo like 
rivals such as the VW 
Touran. 

Parking 

The large side windows 
with darkened ‘privacy 
glass’ are the main visual 
clue to the Combi’s identity. 
Inside, it’s well-equipped 
and light and agile to drive. 
In spite of its van alter-ego, 
the NV200 is actually based 
on a car platform developed 
jointly by Nissan and 
Renault which contributes 
to its car-like driving charac¬ 
teristics. 

Its relatively low floor (to 
enable easy loading and 
more cargo room in the van 
version) are a bonus feature 
for passengers, as are the 
two large sliding doors 
which make for easy access, 
parking in the confines of a 
busy car park. There is, of 
course, Nissan’s now famil¬ 
iar rear camera and extra 
assistance from the power 
steering at low speeds. 

The power comes from a 
1.5 litre turbo diesel (based 
on Renault’s familiar 
1.5dCi) with 89PS of power, 
which doesn’t sound a lot for 
a vehicle of this size, but it’s 
200NM of torque moves it 
along smoothly and with 
plenty of flexibility for 
relaxed driving without too 
much gearshifting. 

Nissan have the balance 
between everyday perform¬ 
ance and economy just about 
right - as illustrated by the 
53mpg average and the rela¬ 
tively low 138g/km of C02 



emissions. As a point of 
interest, that compares to 
240g/km for the current 
black cab so you can see why 
it’s likely to find favour with 
drivers and environmental¬ 
ists. 

The driving position is 
quite high, for good visibil¬ 
ity, but otherwise the NV200 
doesn’t feel any bigger than 
the average hatchback. The 
steering is light, and the 
gear lever, in its raised posi¬ 
tion on the centre console, 
falls readily to hand. On the 
SE+ model tested the 
console also included the 
SatNav screen, which 
doubles as the rear view 
camera screen as soon as you 
engage reverse. 

This flagship model also 
has safety features such as 
stability control, ABS, brake 
assist, brake force distribu¬ 
tion and four airbags as 
standard. There is also 
climate control, an audio 
system with Blue Tooth con¬ 
nectivity and climate control 
as well as features such as 
remote central locking and 
electric windows which 
we’ve all come to expect. 

It also has cruise control 
and a driver adjustable 
speed limiter to help you 
keep on the right side of the 
law. 

Adjustable 

The Combi range starts at 
£17,293 for the five-seater 
model, rising to £20,173 for 
the flagship SE + seven- 
seater tested. All of them 
share the same engine and 
drivetrain, but Nissan has 
already announced that a 
full electric version - based 
on the award-winning Leaf’s 
technology and with a 
similar range and perform¬ 
ance - goes into production 
next year. 

The name NV200 doesn’t 
exactly trip off the tongue, 
but bearing in mind the 
inroads it has made into the 
world of cargo and people 
transport since its launch 
three years ago, iy may well 
become one we’re all famil¬ 
iar with soon.

Vauxhall’s new Mokka 
looks neat and tidy 


I NO sooner had we pulled into a layby on the autobahn north 
| of Hamburg to swap drivers on the launch of Vauxhall’s new 
Mokka than the couple in an Opel parked ahead of us got 
out and started towards our car. 

Minutes before, they’d passed us (both cars ‘enjoying’ the lack of a speed limit 
on this stretch of motorway) and were clearly fascinated with their first sight of 
the Mokka, especially as ours carried Vauxhall badges, not the lightning flash of 
the Opel brand, German sister to the British machines with a Luton base. 

Turned out the couple, just into retirement, had both worked for Opel at its 
HQ and wanted a look at the newcomer. They liked it and may already have 
added the Mokka to the list of possible Opels for consideration at car change 
time. With limbs less supple than in younger days, a tallish car like the Mokka

would ease their entry and exit. Building it taller will help with putting much 
younger passengers on board too, as mum or dad leans in to belt the little ‘uns 
into their seats. 

And ages in between might find the added space of this small SUV fits their 
life well. Thousands more motorists all over Europe are finding SUVs the 
answer these days, turning this part of the car market into a profitable play¬ 
ground for the makers of everything from the Skoda Yeti to Nissan Duke. 

Both are formidable competition for Vauxhall’s first entry into this healthily 
expanding sector. At first glance it looks as though the Mokka is off to a prom¬ 
ising start. It looks neat and tidy, even if (unlike the car-spotting ex-Opel employ¬ 
ees) it isn’t going to catch the eye of passing motorists. Inside, 
this Korean built but German designed machine, looks rather 
severe and sensible in a typically Teutonic manner, but very 
nicely put together. 

Promising start 

Priced from £15,995, it comes with the choice of two petrol 
engines (1.4 and 1.6 litres) and a 1.7 litre diesel, with the latter 
likely to take more than half the sales in the UK. You can order 
your Mokka with all-wheel drive, the rears kicking in auto¬ 
matically when the front tyres start to lose traction, perhaps 
on the wet grass of a temporary car park or on a snowy drive 
to work. Approaching half of all British buyers are expected 
to take the all-wheel-drive route. 

What engine drives those wheels depends on the buyer’s 
needs and depth of pocket and, with the evidence of my ears, 
how much he or she values a quiet cockpit. The diesel Mokka, 
tried first, was never less than gruff (at a British motorway 
cruise) but ask it to accelerate from any speed and gruff turns 
to an irritating growl. It was enough to make me keen to try 
a petrol model as soon as possible. 

Ah! That’s better was my instant reaction. Because it’s got 
petrol in its veins, the engine needs to be worked harder than 
the diesel but it stayed (much) quieter all the same. Mum 
might now hear the pleas of her little angels in the backseats 
about stopping for a burger. 

Namecheck: Why Mokka? The best answer from the Vaux¬ 
hall brass involved an association with mocha coffee, a caffe 
latte variant with added chocolate. But they really weren’t

FOR the second week running 
Steve Clarke was left to pick his 
Albion players up off the floor 
after another late heartbreak. 

Defeat at Newcastle in the third minute 
of stoppage time was tantamount to day¬ 
light robbery as Papiss Cisse grabbed a 
winner for the hosts that he knew little 
about. 

And the latest cruel blow for Clarke and 
Co came just eight days after a last-gasp, 
and equally harsh, loss at home to Manches¬ 
ter City. 

If Edin Dzeko’s winner for City at The 
Hawthorns was a little telegraphed, Cisse’s 
93rd-minute goal at St James’ Park was a 
total bolt from the blue. 

Albion never saw the winner coming. And 
neither did Cisse, who felt Sammy Ameobi’s 
late effort deflect off his back and watched 
in delight as it flew past a helpless Ben 
Foster to seal a barely believable win for 
Alan Pardew’s men. 

Inquest 

The Magpies had dodged a bullet. Albion 
had been kicked in the guts. Again. 

Lightening striking twice in two week¬ 
ends will mean an inevitable inquest among 
Baggies coaches, players and fans as they 
begin the countdown to their return to 
action against Southampton next Monday. 

Yet the post mortem should be brief and 
the conclusion should be clear. On Tyne¬ 
side, Steve Clarke’s men were simply the 
victims of a major injustice. 

They were just about second best before 
half-time and, despite creating two fine 
chances, found themselves behind at half¬ 
way. 

But their second-half performance was 
good enough to win most games with 
Romelu Lukaku bouncing back from his 
two earlier misses to head them level during 
a spell of total dominance. 


When Cisse attempted to dodge Ameobi’s 
angled shot and felt it flick off his body and 
past Foster, his was a look of disbelief. 

Clarke bore an expression of incredulity. 
And little wonder after seeing his team lead 
last season’s Premier League surprise 
package a merry dance for much of the 
second half. A draw would have been hard 
on Albion. Defeat was agonising. 

It was the hosts who had the first real 
chance of the game when Shola Ameobi 
found space on the right and delivered a fine 
cross to the far post, where Demba Ba sent 
a header just wide. 

And Foster had to be alert in Albion’s goal 
to palm away a 25-yard effort from Davide 


Santon after the Baggies half-cleared a 
corner. 

But it was the visitors who should have 
gone ahead midway through the half 
against the run of play when James Morri¬ 
son displayed composure on the edge of a 
crowded Baggies penalty area to feed 
Graham Dorrans and spark a counter¬ 
attack. Dorrans raced away and slid a pass 
to Lukaku, who was denied by Tim Krul’s 
excellent save. 

The hosts had dominated possession for 
much of the opening half, but it was a ‘route 
one’ attack that brought them the opening 
goal as the Baggies failed to deal with a rudi¬ 
mentary goal-kick. 


Gareth McAuley challenged with Ameobi 
for Krul’s clearance but could only manage 
a flick-on for Ba, who produced an emphatic 
finish past Foster. 

Albion were on the back-foot but they 
should have levelled before the break with 
Lukaku again thwarted by Krul. 

This time the big Belgian should have 
done better, latching onto Youssouf 
Mulumbu’s clever through-ball and racing 
clear, only to send a weak effort too close to 
Krul. 

The Baggies had been second best for 
much of the first half despite carving out 
two fine chances, but Albion began the 
second period in positive fashion and had 
the ball in the net within two minutes when 
Lukaku deflected home Mulumbu’s cross¬ 
shot, only to be flagged for offside. 

There were no such worries eight 
minutes later as the Belgian striker played 
his part in an excellent move before finish¬ 
ing it.

League 

ponders 

change 

BIRMINGHAM LEAGUE 
cricket could be set for a new 
format next summer. 

The league is weighing up 
a change in playing regula¬ 
tions that would see sides 
play a number of games on a 
50-over win or lose basis 
while the remaining 
matches would be played 
under the current rules 
which factor in winning and 
losing draws. 

The format has proved a 
success in the Essex and 
Southern Premier Leagues. 

Further talks are planned 
with club officials at a Birm¬ 
ingham League cricket sub¬ 
committee meeting on 
Monday. 

The format would see the 
first five and last six games 
of the season played over 50- 
overs, with bowlers 
restricted to a maximum of 
10 overs, and the 11 fixtures 
in between played under 
current league rules. Each 
side will play each other once 
under both formats. 

“The idea has got some 
legs,” said Birmingham 
League general manager 
Nick Archer. “It has been 
implemented by two or three 
other Premier Leagues else¬ 
where in the country in the 
last few years. 

“At a recent meeting with 
players and captains from 
Premier and Division One 
teams there was a lot of 
enthusiasm for the idea. 
They were the ones who 
broached the subject. 

“There are still a few 
issues to be sorted out such 
as a points system and 
whether to introduce power- 
plays. 

“If the clubs decide they 
want to try a new format 
then I think we need to look 
at it on a trial basis over a 
couple of years. I don’t think 
you can gauge anything over 
a single season, especially if 
we have weather similar to 
last summer.” 
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
